Tliat the Canadian tourist trade Is 
Its -->cond 'largest, and it woulil, as 
shown by present indications, become 
the premier Industry of the country, 
was tho contention of -Theodore Jtor- 
san, former President of tho Montreal 
Tourist and Convention Bureau, and 
of tho Iloyal Automobile Club, when 
speaking to the Commercial Society on 
the BUljJeot "Tourist trado and Its j 
various aspects," last night. The meet- ! 
Ing whlcii was hold In .Strathcona HoU 
was very sparsely attended. 

No trade has been affected so little 
by the current depression as has tho j 
tourist business In Canada. U has^bcon 
developed since the wat-^throiigliiibo 
Introductlon of good roads'and 'auto- 
mobiles and fabulous sums arc spent 
here In tho summer season. For a 
population of a baro ten millions 
there la an'lnflu.\ of tourists amount- 
ing to about five millions per year. 

Canada offers, said the speaker, op- 
pOrtunTnes which aro not to be found 
in the United States. The, Adiron- 
dacks are full and the other resort 
centres of tho New. yorker are iCiilly 
exploited. In 'Ca'na:da t'here'^are places 
strategically placed so tliat she can ex- 
pect millions.:: more In tourist .trade, 
This is a cash business and it is also 
a means of Canada making the balance 
of trado between her and the United 
States much more favourable. 

After tho refreshments a communl 
cation was read from UuUleirmo Ortiz 
Bublo with reforenco to tho speech of 
Dr. E. N; Simpson ; before tho Com- 
mofclol Society on December 4th last. 
In It iio claimed that Dr. Simpson was 
lacking In understanding of the Mexi- 
can people, • tlielr psychology, '.eustonia 
.and- habits," and ' h'ehco' was Ignorant 
of .the real ocdrionilo condition of the 
country, 'lie alleged t)iat tho speaker 
had said that there were millions In 
Moxclo who could not speak Spanish, 
This could hardily be correct as there 
are only eighteen million In the coun 
try, » 

Ortiz nubio also mado the charge in 
tho communcatlon that Dr. Simpson 
had made reference to Mexican sta- 
tistics and had failed to use them, 
Mexico has been -tho target for mariy 
false Imputations by direct,, absurd and 
careless statements; and throiigh dctri. 
mental ^news Items in the' press, there, 
fore the writer charged that this at- 
tack on -'Mexico was. being made by 
well organized groups, with a sole aim 
to ■ meddle . In Mexico's 'affairs to suit 
their 0\yn.«lhtere8i8. ' Dr! Simpson, 
said Ilulilo'viSéi^mcd to belong to or: to 
acQUiescè In that group.
